jSt'w Y<n k, Dec. jj.— Reviewing i ln- 
South Africa u situation, Mr. ford, the 
.London correspondent, of the Tribune, 
untiles, under Sunday morning's date, as 
follows: 

"Inspired by the splendid example of 
fortitude, invinciple courage and unfail- 
ing cheerfulness set by her soldiers and 
sailors in the held, England awaits with 
patience and in utter ourkucss the results 
of their arduous and exhausting cam- 
paigns beyond the Tugcla and Modder 
rivers. The war with the Transvaal has 
never excited popular enthusiasm, but 
has beejn accepted us a necessary evil, as 
another burden weighing down the shoul- 
ders of Matthew Arnold's 'Weary Titan 
upholding the Empire.' 

"The-e*thusiasiU aroused by the-soldiers 
is sincere and genuine, and their fortunes 
are followed with patriotic fervor. Con- 
troversy over the causes of the war has 
virtually ended; the Manchester Guar- 
dian, which was the ablest opponent and 
the sharpest critic of Mr, Chamberlain, 
has not opposed the war which Kruger's 
ultimatum rendered unavoidable; the 
Daily Chronicle has finally been recon- 
ciled to the situation since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Massinghain, and Mr. Lu- 
bouchere is now in ttie position ot being 
the only editor who condemns the war as 
unjust and unnecessary. 

"There will be almost equal unanimitj 
when n settlement is arrived at at the 
close of the war, for there can be no com- 
promise by peace makers after a cam- 
paign which is costing so heavily in blood 
and treasure. The war is conducted on 
the English side without passion, or ex- 
citement or rancorous hatred, and there 
is no popular interest in the tinal result 
apart from having the work done so 
thoroughly that there will never be risk 
or necessity of having another campaign 
or race struggle in South Africa. 
METHUEN'S THIRD BATTLE. 

"A 'brief notts on the situation on the 
western frontier by- Gen, Walker and a 
full list of the casualties in Lord Meth- 
nen's third victory, were the chief olli- 
eial contributions yesterday to the 
meagre stock of public knowledge. Gen. 
Walker reported that Lord Methuen 
xtill remained at Modder Itiver Friday 
for the reconstruction of the bridge, and 
that Highlanders and cavalry had been 
*ent up to reinforce him, while three bat- 
talions of infantry, a corps of horse ar- 
tillery,, and the Canadian -and Australian 
contingents had moved forward to lio 
Aar and Belmont. This -was evidently a 
confidential despatch, not meant for pub- 
lication, but the war office promptly post- 
ed it, in order to relieve the tension of 
public suspense at the risk of giving 
important information to the enemy. 

"In the .afternoon the casualty list was 
posted with a total of 471, including the 
previous lkst of officers. Methuen's losses 
in the ten-hour fight, were 70 killed, 388 
wounded and 7 missing. The total was 
20 below the combined losses of the two 
previous hettles, Belmont and Enslin. 
While the details of the 'battle wen? un- 
known, these official data threw a strong 
light upon the engagement, which had re- 
mained Hor four days an inexplicable 
mystery. 

"Lord Methuen's entire force was un- 
der lire, for casualties had been reported 
from every unit of the army except the 
Northampton battalion. After light lag 
desperately for ten hours, he could only 

claim a slight .tactical advantage, sii 

he had succeeded in throwing a small 
force across Iho river, and, in his own 
words, had inudo the boors unit their 
positions. Lie was slightly wounded 
himself, and bad lost six per 
cent of his entire force, in addition to 
another six percent, in the two previous 
buttles. But lie had no idea that he 
had been beatett, and uo intention of let- 
ting the enemy ur the Knglish people 
think so. He htil his slight tactical ad- 
vantage and he held his ground like an 
English bull dog. lie remained where ho 
was three days, until reinforcements 
, could 'be sent and the engineers could re- 
pair the bridge so that the naval guns, 
.field ' butteries, and supplies might go 
iwith h»n, and wit hid 48 hours the world 
■can exp/'ct that another battle has been 
il'oiight «Mid Kimberley fesuued. 

"Lord yMethuen is jool a tactician, tnd 
Jie works his men terribly hard, as is 
jiroved bj his having marched 53 miles 
within seven days and fuught throe 
battles, wish 12 per cent of his entire 
force killed and disabled. But he is a 
fine type of English grit mid invincible 
tonnage. 

"It k:::::::? *>robable, from a clue fur- 
nished :hy (be Standard correspondent 
that G#ri. Methuen expected to find the 
enemy 5«i force not at Modder River, but 
at Spylfontein, .beyond, and that he was 
not pri'jiared to meet s.> strong an army 
as confronted lffcii when lie reached the 
swollen stream. He accepted the chal- 
lenge of luetic at once, and fought from 
hour to hour until evening. It seems 
probable that the iGunrds Brigade was 
^engaged ill the tongue of land formed 
liy the Modder and I'iet rivers, and the 
Jkinth Brigade below the railway bridge, 
with the Naval Rridage in the centre. 
Km; the lighting was desperate all along 
the line, as the nearly equal losses of 
tin' (wo brigades clearly indicates. 

The heaviest individual losses were 
those of the battalion of Highlanders, 
which hnd joined the column thirty-six 
hours before the battle. A fresh battery 
of field artillery had also reinforced Lord 
Methuen. so that there were three in 
action. The JOnnccrs ami the two bodies 
of provjjieifiT Ijm-i-'e took n lens prominent 



part i!i the ten hours' light wK>eh was 
mainly an infantry battle, witih inces 
Bant artillery fire and rille practice, and 
a little bayonet work at the close of the 
exalting day. Lord Methuen could not 
elahn a decisive victory, hut he had held 
his ground und did not kuow what the 
phrase "drawn tbattlc" meant. He made 
the most of his slight tactical advantage, 
sent a bulletin to the war office with one 
or two nourishes which all England has 
been puzzling over for four days, und 
{begun to repair the bridge, while waiting 
for reinforcements. 

"He had aapturod neither guns, posi- 
tion nor prisoners, but he bad paralyzed 
the activities of the enemy, for Cronje, 
with a force of superior mobility has 
done nothing to interrupt his line of com- 
munication, by which .the battalions of 
cavalry and artillery arc coining, and that 
line stretches not only to Capetown, but 
to Southampton, whence I!, 000 fresh 
troops sailed yesterday, with an addi- 
tional call behind for reserves of six 
regiments. 

FOR LADYSMITII'S RELIEF. 

"The aurtain has been rung down upon 
the campaign in upper Natal, and there 
is only a single glimpse behind the 
scenes. This is offered in a Central 
News .despatch from Durban, with the 
statement that a reconnaissance lias 
taken. place and Boer commandos have 
been found at Colons... when' a great 
battle is likely to be fought early in the 
week. The bridge has undoubtedly been 
destroyed, and the river line will be de- 
felidod, as at the Modder. 

"Military men are looking for a liner 
display of strategy in that quarter since 
the nhining lights of the Staff College 
are there, both Clery and Hildyard, and 
they also forecast more delay in 'bring- 
ing on an engagement, since there will 
be manoeuvres for uniting the two Brit- 
ish jinnies in a general attack upon Geo. 
Joubert. That war horse has been 
killed off again by several news agencies, 
one of which U consistent enough to 
bury him with a state funeral, but he 
will probably live to fight another battle. 

" Gen. Buller's admirers are now as- 
serting that he has virtually relieved 
Mafeking and Kimberley by his general 
plans of campaign and is within striking 
distance of the rescue of Ladysmith. 
He has not yet beaten the Dutch allies, 
whose fighting powers in defensive war- 
fare are marvellous. He has succeeded 
certainly in nipping in the bud rebellion 
in i Cape Colony, where the Dutch lire 
throwing down their arms and returning 
to 'their farms, although Generals Gat- 
acre and French have not yet struck 11 
decisive blow."

New York, Dec. It.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Sun, cabling under 
yesterday's date, says: 

"The military situation in South 
Africa, so far as exposed, is distinctly 
improved, during the week, from the Brit- 
ish standpoint. It is difficult to describe 
the English pride and enthusiasm over 
Gen. Methuen's great march to the relief 
of Kimberley. There are still soine mis- 
givings over the ultimate fate of the 
gallant column which is lighting its way 
north against an enemy who is desper- 
ately contesting every step of the ad- 
vance. The public is still in the dark 
as to the latest position of (Jen. 
Methuen's force and the nature of the 
last battle at Modder River. The pub- 
lication to-day of the casualty list gives 
the impression that it was a long-range 
tight, perhaps from the opposite sides of 
the river. There arc- much heavier 
losses than were expected, and from 
Gen. Methuen's .description of it as a 
great battle, it is naturally feared lliat, 
as in tile case of previous engagements, 
the supplementary HstH of casualties, 
which will be forthcoming in a few days, 
will be almost as long as the original list. 

"The news to-day which gives the 
greatest satisfaction is the announce- 
ment that substantial reinforcements 
have reached Gen. Methuen by rail. 

"In regard to the Natal campaign, it 
is difficult to account for the Buer re- 
treat from the Mooi river and around 
Estconrt, except by a belief of the re- 
peated reports that Gen. Joubert was 
killed and the burghers consequently de- 
moralized. The assertion that the with- 
drawal was caused by a lack of food is 
hardly borne out by the discoveries of 
food- and other loot left by the retreating j 
Boers. Next week should bring a heavy 
engagement at the Tugcla river will. I 
Gen. Buller's relief force, end also more 
hard lighting for Gen. Methuen's column 
near the Modder river, this perhaps cul- 
minating in the successful relief of Kim- 
berley. 

" The announcement that reinforce- 
ments amounting to half of the second 
army corps -ire to be sent to South 
Africa immediately, meets with universal 
approval. There is little doulit that a 
third division will follow as soas as pos- 
sible, and it is very likely that the fourth 
wiy go soon after, thus raising the Brit- 
ish force in the field to above 120,000. 

"M'ho total casualty list on the British 
side is now mounting to serious figures. 
It is now stated at 4,180, of whom 408 
were killed, 1,800 wounded and 1,900 
missing." 



New York, Dee. 3.— The London por- 
Tespondetlt of the Herald has this to 
say : 

"Another day of silence as to the . pres- 
ent movement of the British troops has 
further increased the feeling of anxiety 
which prevails among all classes. 

"The long list of killed, wounded and 
missing among the non-commissioned 
officers und privates in the engagement 
at the Modder River is now" forthcoming, 
with a total of 7Ii killed, 372 wounded 
and 71 missing.

FOR LACK OF CAVALRY 

Boers Were Enabled to Escape Anni- 
hilation at Belmont— Horses Arrive 

in Boor Condition. • 

Capetown, Dec. 2.— It is now certain 
that the bad condition of the British 
cavalry horses alone prevented the com- 
plete annihilation of the Boor force at 
Belmont. There is marked difference in 
the condition of the English and Aus- 
tralian horses on their arrival. The 
"English horses Buffer greatly during the 
voyage, and when they reach here are 
suffering from swollen and stiff joints. 
Ou the other hand, the Australian 
horses arrive in good serviceable condi- 
tion. This is especially true of the 
mounts of the New Zenltinders. These 
men are the best mounted yet landed. 



A CRAFTY KNAVE. 

Organizing for Boers in America but 
Fishing for Prohibition of Expe- 
dition's Departure. 

Washington, Dec. .'!.— Gustave Thell- 
ktihl, the patent office messenger, who 
is planning to conduct an expedition of 
men having military experience to South 
Africa, "for mining purposes,;" visited 
the state department yesterday. He ask- 
ed that a passport be issued to each ot 
900 men in his party. The request was 
denied. 

Thoilkuhl says that he is willing to pay 
the $900 that the passports would cost, 
and he can see no reason why th 
should not be issued. The expedition is 
not an armed one. he says, but simply 
consists of a party of men, American 
citizens, who wish to go to South Africa, 
pursue a certain trade for a time, and 
then return.

Refusal of Marriage Licenses n>

New York. Dec. o.— The London cor- 
respondent of the livening Tost, cabling 
under Saturday's date, says: 

" To-morrow (Advent Sunday) will be 
an important day hi the ritual crisis. 
Th.. recalcitrant clergy in the English 
dhnirches have been called upon by their 
WsJiopM to abandon on that date their 
incense and portable lights. Meanwhile 
thore seems ground for supposing that 
the .bishops contemplate sanctioning or 
tolerating some modification which will 
permit tin- use of incense under episcopal 
regulation.

'I'be semi-official Hnmburgiscber cor- 
respondent says: "Mr. Chamberlain 
used the word * alliance ' as the most 
apt word to portray the general good re- 
lationship between Germany mid Britain, 
but no secret eon. pact exists." 

The Berliner Post says: " England 
and Germany should act frankly, like 
business men in seeking to come to an 
understanding with the United States, 
.mil, if possible, entering into co-partner- 
ship." 



EDITORS BOWLED OUT. 

London. Dee. 8.— A curious develop- 
ment of the war, is its effect upon jour- 
nalism. Two London editors of position,

London, Dec. I!.— It appears that Rear 
Admiral Harris, commanding at Cape- 
town, much disapproved of sending a 
Naval Brigade to the front, and Sir John 
Colomib, (a former captain in the R. M. 
A.) and others have written to the Times 
and service papers, protesting against 
the habit of employing sailors in land 
lighting, on account of the greater dilii- 
culty in procuring sailors than soldiers, 
the greater cost of their production and 
the consequent undertuninring of ves- 
sels. 

New York, Dec. 3. — Interesting facts 
about the Naval guns, which saved the 
day at Ladysmith by their timely arrival, 
are told by a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, writing from Natal. Con- 
cerning tile inspiration which led Capt. 
Percy Scott, of the British cruiser Ter- 
rible, to design mountings by which sen 
guns could be used effectively for laud 
service, the correspondent says: 

"From the first it would seem that 
what was wanted was long range guns, 
which could hit the enemy at a distance 
outside the range of their Mauser rifies. 
The Captain of the Terrible, therefore, 
proposed a field mounting for the naval 
long 12-pounder of twelvehundred weight 
which has a much longer range than any 
artillery gun out here. A pair of wagon 
wheels were picked up, a balk of timber 
used as a trail, and in twenty-four hourn 
u 12-pounder was ready for land service. 
Capt. Scott then designed a mounting for 
a 4.7 inch naval gun, by simply bolting 
a ship's mounting down on to four pieces 
of pile. 

"Experts declared that the 12-pounder 
would smash up the trail, and that the 
•1.7 inch gun would turn a somersault. 
The designer insisted, however, on a 
trial. When it took place, nothing of the 
kind happened, and at extreme elevation 
the 12-pounder shell went 0,000 and the 
4. 7 inch (lyddite) projectile 12,000 yards. 
Capt. Scott was therefore encouraged to 
go ahead, and four 12-poundcrs were fit- 
ted out. and sent around to Durban in 
the Powerful, and also two 4.7 inch guns. 

"It was peculiar to see the 4.7 inch 
gun fired. Many thought it would turn 
over, but Capt. Scott appears to have 
well calculated the stresses; and there is 
with a full charge of cordite a slight 
rise of the fore eud, which practically re- 
lieves all the fastenings. Hastily put to- 
gether, and crude as it looks, it really 
embraces all the points of a scientific 
mounting, and it wants a great expert to 
pronounce an opinion on it. 

"The gun is mounted so high that to 
the uninitiated it looks as if it must turn 
over on firing, lmt.it does not, and the 
higher angle of elevation, the less strain 
there is on it. 

'"The arrival of our guns practically 
put the Royal Artillery guns out of use, 
for they can come into actiou 2,000 yards 
behind those supplied to the soldiers and 
then make better practice. Their arrival 
has, everyone admits, quite changed the 
situation." 

Following this success, Capt. Scott also 
rigged up a searchlight on a railway 
truck, with a flasher attachment for 
use in communication with Kimberley 
and Ladysmith. One of these accom- 
panied .Methuen's column northward, in

MAGIC AT THE HELM. 

Test of" Invention Whctfe Success 
Would Add Terrors to 
Naval Warfare. 

London. Dec. If. — An invention has 
been tested at Weymouth for steering 
any craft, whether submerged or other- 
wise, by means of an ether wave on the 
wireless telegraphy principle. The model 
was .subjected to a variety of 'tests, and 
folloiVfd the current wave as surely as 
if guided by a rudder. In addition to 
steering in straight lines, various figures 
were described. 

If further tests are successful, il is 
likely the system will be adopted by the 
Admiralty. Its effect on marine war- 
fare is inestimable, as it is expected that 
the system can not only be applied to 
torpedo and other craft, but enn hi 1 at- 
tached to mini's and other destructive 
agencies, firing them without visible 
menus at the most vulnerable spots,

BOER LOOTING IN NATAL. 

What Could Not Be Carried Off Has 
Been Burned— Evidence of Scantily 
Equipped Commissary, 

Frero Camp, Tuesday, Nov. 28. — The 
reconnaissance made to-day by Gen. 
Hildyard and Lord Dundonald's com- 
mand, the fact of which has already 
been calbled, gave an excellent opiKirtu- 
nity for studying the country'. 

Approaching Colenso the British found 
on every side scenes of devastation that 
testilied to the thoroughness of the Boer 
looting. The Williams farm and others 
had been ransacked from end to end. 
In some eases the contents of every room 
of the farm house has been destroyed. 
The Boers had evidently burned what 
they could not carry off. 

The poverty of the Boer commissariat 
was testified to hy com husks that were 
to 'be seen about the deserted camp lireu 
of the enemy. The wreck of the 
tumoral train, still risible, showed that 
a Boer shell had broken an axle, which 
has been obviously the cause of the acci- 
dent to one car which lay on its side. 
The other ear was upright, but both were 
completely riddled by the enemy's artil- 
lery fire. Two graves near by bore the 
inscription: "To fallen soldiers."

New York. Dec. .".—The London cur- 
respondent of the Sun says: 

"While British soldiers have been 
lighting in two regions or Africa, two 
able civilians have been comfortably en- 
gaged in Rome in making arrangements 
which, in all probability, will never In- 
put into practical effect without more 
despeiate blood-letting, Royal Commis- 
sioner Martini, in behalf of Italy, and 
Mr. James Rennel Rodd, representing 
England in Egypt, having put into dip- 
lomatic form an Anglo-Italian under- 
standing in regard to their frontiers in 
a part of Africa, most of which Is 
claimed by Emperor Menelek. 

So far as can be ascertained, the ne- 
gotiations have been carried on with a 
total disregard of the existence of Mene- 
lek, the assumption being that he no 
longer has aspirations for terirtorial ex- 
pansion, and has even become recon- 
ciled to the Italian occupation of terri- 
tory once belonging to Abyssinia. Time 
wiil show how big is the mistake that 
has been made. 

"The Anglo-Italian convention, it is 
sail, has been actually signed this 
week. It adds to the Italian possessions 
the colony known as Erytheria, a vast 
true", of territory, while England takes 
absolute possession) of Kassala, rounds 
Off her frontiers, etc. 

" Each contracting party binds itself 
lo give military assistance to the other 
in ease of attack from any quarter, and 
there are clauses galore relating to com- 
mercial facilities ami construction of 
railways and telegraphs. 

"Meantime, the monarch who has been 
contemptuously ignored, is importing 
arms and ammunition, drillling troops 
and inlying large sums to expert instruc- 
tors. There are now 50,000 Ahyssiniuns 
under aims, and 50,000 more prepared 
to join the standard at the shortest no- 
tice. Emperor Menelek suspects every 
European power, but be has an abiding 
hatred for Italy, and contempt for her 
military resources. That he will attack 
Erytheria sooner or later is beyond ques- 
tion, and by the terms of the new con- 
vention, the Anglo-Egyptinn forces will 
be bound to held the Italians. 

"The Kaiser is said to have bestowed 
his blessing upon the Anglo-Italian con- 
vention, If that be- a fact, it perhaps 
menus that Germany will have a port on 
the Red Sea, which she has long de- 
sired. 

"The railway schemes include the con- 
struction of a line from Asmara to 
Kassala, and the industrial schemes in- 
clude a systematic exploration of the 
whole of Erytheria for gold. It is de- 
clared that the country is very rich in 
gold. Reefs have been discovered in 
eleven places within the Italian border, 
and experts are confident that the neigh- 
boring AbvtiBini'i is hlghlj nuritsrjtus 
but the reefs will never be worked by 
Europeans as long as Menelek is alive, 
and probably not until Abyssinia has 
ceased to he an independent kingdom." 

FILIPINOS QUITTING. 

Fight Hundred Surrender With Their 
Arms to a Little American 
Command. 

Manila, Dee. 2. — Coti. C.'onan lias surren- 
dered eight hundred officers and men with 
rlllcH, several American and 70 Spanish 
prisoners and the garrison at Hayombnng, 
province of Noevo Vlzeaya, to Lieut. Monro, 
of the Fourth cavalry. 



London. Dec. 4.— (4:30 u. m.)— - South 
African news is now six days in arrears. 
The censorship does not yet permit de- 
tails of the Modder River battle to be 
transmitted, Some vague statements 
have been published in Oapetown papers, 
and according to these the Boers num- 
bered 8,000 men and were entrenched on 
both banks of the stream, although 
mostly on the northern bunk. The 
British, according to these reports, drove 
the enemy across the river, compelling 
them to retreat and establishing them- 
selves on both banks. These details, 
however, are too meagre to give an accu- 
rate idea of the engagement. 

A despatch has reached London an- 
nouncing that Lord Methuen is again in 
the field, and it is also said that Count 
Gleicheu, who was wounded in the fight- 
ing at Modder Itiver, was struck by It 
bullet in the neck. 

RISING IN CAPE COLONY. 

Serious news comes from the northern 
sections of Cape Colony. 'The whole 
border district between Colesberg and 
Burghersdorp lias declared for the Boers. 
In Venterstad alone more than 2,000 
have Joined the rebellion. 'The furmers 
have formed a commandeering commit- 
tee, and talk confidently of a triumphal 
march on Capetown. Gen. Buller's pro- 
clamation has tieen torn down and 
trampled upon, and the loyalists are bid- 
den to hurry to Capetown to prepare for 
the rebels. 

TO TURN G ATA ORE. 

According to a despatch from Fitters 
Kraal, dated Tuesday. November 28, the 
Boers were attempting a turning move- 
ment from Steynsburg and the districts 
north of Sterksstrem, in co-oporatinn 
with the rebels by way of Mnrisburg and 
Tarkastad, against Gen. Gatacre's col- 
umn. | 

A CROAKER'S LAMENT. 

With a larger army in the field than 
the country ever before mobilized, it can 
only be said that the loss of 3,500 men 
entailed almost before the enemy's bor- 
ders have been crossed, is a -serious mat- 
ter, and while there is no fueling of de- 
spondency as to the eventual result of 
the war, it is regretfully admitted on 
all sides that the strength of the Boer 
resistance has been woefully under- 
rated. It is now seen that the attempt 
to hold a useless position at Mafeking 
was a serious tactical mistake, as was 
also the endeavor to keep the large civil 
population at Kimberley. 

With regard to Nntal, it is still doubt- 
ful whether the bridge over the Tugcla 
at Colenso has been destroyed. There is 
a report that the British drove the Boers 
off while attempting to destroy it, <bnt 
the probability is that the structure was 
mined and fired afterwards. 

The wreck of the troopship Isruore 
may resn.t in the I0.S9 of 350 horses. 
THE SIXTH DIVISION. 

The official li*t shows that a modifica- 
tion has been made in the command of 
the sixth division. Instead of Licuton- 
ont-General Charles Mansfield Clarke, 
the commander will be Major-General 
Thomas Kelly-Kenny, inspector-general 
of auxiliary forces and recruiting; with 
Major-General Knox and Major-General 
Clements as brigade commanders. Gen. 
Kelly-Kenny has had no South African 
experience. 

NEW U. S. CONSUL. 

The Daily Telegraph says of the ap- 
pointment of the son of Secretary Hay 
to succeed Mr. Mnerum in Pretoria that 
it is " a graceful concession on the pan 
of the United States government to Brit- 
ish feelings. Our countrymen's inter- 
ests will be safe in the hands of the nr» 
consul." 



JAMESON NOT FORGIVEN. 

Leader of the Raid Not Allowed Any 
Part in the British Operations. 

New York. Dec. $.— The London cor- 
respondent of the World says: "Dr. 
Jameson lias not arrived in England. 
Gen. White, acting under instructions 
from the war minister, advised him to 
leave Ladysmith, deeming it inadvisable 
to have the director of the raid Identified 
witii the present operations. 

"Dr. Jameson, it is understood, tgft 
gone to Buluwnyo by Lorenzo MunjU.es. 
His arrival at Capetown and his sailing 
for England was only a feint, in order 
to keep his whereabouts a secret. 

Jameson was refused service in any 
capacity by lTTe British military authori- 
ties, even in the ambulance corps."

Schooner Hera and Bark Liber- 
tad Met Their Doom Off 
Coast of Island. 



Crews Reached Port on the 
Steamer Queen City Yester- 
day Afternoon. 



Hera Burned to the Woter's Edge 
After Passing Through 
a Gale. 



Again November bus proved a disas- 
trous mouth for shipping off the- coast of 
VaaconTCT Island. Besides those pre- 
viously reported as bavins had narrow 
escapes from destruction two vessels met 
their dooia in the terrible storms which 
caused so much uneasiness last month. 
Fortunately, however, no lives were lost, 
although the survivors went through ex- 
periences which few men have and live 
to tell of. The ill-fated vessels are the 
Peruviiun bark Libertad, which left 
Pisagua on August 25 with a cargo of 
nitrate for the Victoria Chemical Works, 
iind the American hark Hera with a gen- 
oral cargo from Seattle for Honolulu. 
The Libertad was abandoned iu a sink- 
ing condition -lo miles southwest of Cape 
Cook at the most northerly end of Van- 
couver Island, and the Hera was burned 
to the water's edge in Clayoquot Sound 

* • • 

Of the two crews the men of the Lib 
ertad, none of whom can speak English, 
had the most awful experience. They 
left Pisagua oa August 25 for Victoria 
with a cargo of nitrate for the Victoria 
Chemical Works. All went well until 
September 26, when in latitude 10:-1U 
north and longitude 120:18 west, the ves 
•sel sprunk a leak, having previously ex- 
perienced terrible weather. The crew of 
ten men were set to work at the pumps 
and the vessel continued northward, 
Cupt. Arena expecting to complete his 
voyage. He had not counted, however, 
<)7t the weather experienced oil the Pa- 
cific Coast at this time of the year, and 
as the hark continued to be driven north- 
ward the water continued to gain. The 
Straits of Fuca were passed but the 
weather would not permit of an entrance 
being made. The experience of the men 
must have been terrible, but in the way 
of South American mariners when asked 
they simply hold up their hands and look 
piteous); at the questioner. For close 
on two months they took turns at work- 
ing the pumps and the ship aad as they 
were then getting further from laud and 
the water was gaining on them, Capt. 
Arena decided to abandon the ship. The 
largest boat on the bark was droped 
from the davits, a sack full of bread was 
thrown into her and the crew got in, 
prepared to face almost anything'tn pref- 
erence to further work at the pumps. 
They knew not of what was before 
them. Capt. Arena had his bearings cor- 
rect and knew that there was but 50 or 
CO miles of sea between his sinking ship 
and the northern end of Vancouver 
Island, but of what they had to put up 
with after reaching shore he knew noth- 
ing 

A high sea was running, tan the boat 
was a staunch one and -IS hours after the 
sinking ship was left the little life? boat 
ran into the breakers on Cape Cook. It 
was impossible to make a landing and 
the boat was beaded southward until a 
bay was reached. By iliis time the 
scanty supply of provisions bad been ex- 
hausted nud the crew decided to walk 
southward until some sett lenient was 
met with. They walked for four days, 
feeding on mussels at low tide and going 
without food when the tide was high. 
"Oh, how hungry," said the cook last 
evening when questioned. •'Sometimes 
we crawled like cats; other limes climbed 
like monkeys, but all the time walk and 
no food." Finally a camp was reached 
and imagine the feeliugs of the men 
when told that they were just four miles 
from the point at which they left their 
boat. In the camp was no less a per- 
sonage than Capt. Hansen, christened 
the "Flying Dutchman" for his experi- 
ences on the sealing grounds, who had 
as companions Peter Anderson and Fred 
NichoHs. The prospectors divided their 
grubstake with the shipwrecked mariners 
and then looked around to get them to 
some point from which they could take 
;i steamer for Victoria. Their troubles 
had only jnst commenced. Most of the 
crew of the Libertad were unable to 
travel any further and Capt. Hansen and 
his iwrtners with four of the sailors 
started back for the point at which the 
ship's bout had been left. They found 
and repaired her and started back for the 
camp but were again wrecked and bad to 
walk to camp, on the way swim- 
ming a river which bad swollen. They 
had to remain in camp for several days, 
all the men being exhausted but the 
provisions giving out they finally on 
November 28 made a final desperate ef- 
fort to reach civilization, and after a 
hard struggle against the elements and 
hunger, reached Winter Harbor, whore 
the Queen City was lying waiting to 
start south. When they reached the 
Queen City sailors and prospectors were 
just about exhausted, the miners having 
given their all and staked their lives to 
save the distressed mariners. 



While not experiencing so many liard- 
,shi|>s as the crew of the Libertad, the 
crew of the American schooner Hera, 
spent a few hours that would try the 
nerves of the hardest. The schooner left 
Seattle on November 17 loaded with 
1,800 barrels of lime, 750 barrels of beer 
two carloads of tinware, a carload of 
canned corn, 50,000 feet of lumber, part 
of a church which hud been built in 
Wisconsin and stood on the deck, and a 
lot of whect, sets and bran. The schooner 
made Clallam Bay the next day and re- 
mained there for dose on a week through 
.stress of weather. Finally on November 
24 she rounded Cape Flattery and the 
next day encountered a tcitirble storm. 
It was then that she sprang a leak and 
the water getting into the lime started 
the lire. Not until Sunday morning, 
however, did the crew notice the wnoke 
issuing from the cabin. All sail was 
Immediately set and the schooner head- 
ed for the Vancouver Island shore. 
Twenty-four hours later the anchor was 
dropped in Clayoquot Sound but none ioo 
pooh, for hardly had the crew left the 
peliooner than she was a mass of Humes 
and in a very short lime had been burn- 
ed to the water's edge. 

That the twenty-four hours spent on 
the burning schooner were trying one* 
can well be imagined, and of nil on board 
none took It more coolly than did Mjbs 



Mabel Shirk, the purser of the schooner, 
who was accompanied on the trip by her 
father, E. \V. Shirk, one of the owners. 
-Mr. J. A. Melutyre, the first mate, 
when telling of the experience, said no 
oue could have a fear when they saw 
that young lady standing on the deck 
from Sunday morning until Monday 
morning, through all kinds of weather 
and a burning schooner under her, with 
a smile on her face and constantly en- 
couraging the men. 

There was another incident of which 
Mate Melutyre did not speak so pleas- 
antly. As soon as the tire was discov- 
ered the distress signals were hoisted, 
and in addition a red blanket and a red 
tablecloth were run up, hut in spite of 
this a. lumber schooner passed iwithin 
three miles of the Hera without taking 
any notice of her, and the signals must 
have been seen, us the day was a clear 
one. 

The Hera was commanded by Cupt. 
J. L. Warren, the first mate being .1. A. 
Melutyre and the second mate J. 
Buchanan, Besides these there wore on 
board live seamen and Mr. 10. W. Shirk 
and Miss Shirk. Mr. Shirk owned a 
half interest in the schooner, the other 
half being owned by the Laconner Trans- 
portation Company, of Seattle. This 
was her tirst voyage under the new 
owners, and it was also her tirst voyage 
with the officers mentioned. Her last 
trip was to Cape Nome, where she had 
considerable tremble with the customs 
officials. Mr. Shirk knows nothing as 
to the insurance on the vessel and cargo, 
that having been left to his purtners. 

* * * 

The Libertad was a wooden hark of 
•111 tons, and was built in 1871 by Har- 
vey & Sons. Littlehampton. She was 
owned in Valparaiso. 

The Hera was a three-masted schooner 
of :'„S!) tons, and was built in Boston in 
1809. 

The loss of the Libertad will greatly 
inconvenience the proprietors of the 
Victoria Chemical Works, who have 
been waiting for some time for her 
cargo of nitrate, in the meantime secur- 
ing what they required from San Fran- 
cisco. It is possible, but hardly prob- 
able, that she is still atloat. When the 
crew last saw her she was still above 
water, but it was expected that sin- 
would " turn turtle."

Mid-November will long be remem- 
bered by Pacific t'oast myriners. The 
list of shipwrecks which are traceable to 
the terrible weather then encountered off 
the entrance to the Straits, is one of the 
longest on record, and the full extent of 
the damn it e done is still unknown, for 
there yet remains a big Beet id' overdue 
vessels at points all along the coast. At 
San Francisco the long absent tleet is 
causing much alarm, while Puget Sound 
shipping men have been fearful of the 
fate of the missing ships ever since the 
United States transport Victoria re- 
turned to port with 00 dead horses in 
her hold and others seriously injured. 
Hut Sunday, the 10th, saw the first of 
the storm's doings in the return to port 
of the waterlogged and dismantled lum- 
ber barkentine Jane A. Falkenburg, a 
complete wreck. On November 21 it 
was so rough in the Straits that the 
steamer Czarina, in tow of the tug 
Holyoke, bound for San Francisco, was 
driven from Neah Bay to Clallam Bay, 
wdiere she secured shelter. November 
22 the ship St. Nicholas, the bark Levi 
(!. Burgess and the ship Santa Clara, in- 
tow of tugs, hove to inside the Straits, 
on account of the threatening weather 
outside. Their captains would not con- 
sent to have the tugboats cast loose, -and 
preferred to pay the additional charges 
rather than to take chances with the 
weather outside. 

On November 23 the bark Japan and 
the schooner Robert Searles. outward- 
bound, were towed into Port Angeles, 
their masters refusing to go to sea on 
account of the weather. On or about 
the same day the bark Highland Light 
lost her rudder and was driven to the 
north of the Island. In the same gales, 
too, the barks Wawona and J. K. Brown 
had narrow escapes from the locks of 
the Island coast, the former when picked 
Up by a tug being in shelter at Bantield 
Creek. 

The nbove are comparatively but a 
small number of the vessels which had 
been exposed t< the storm. The Colusa, 
the Glory of the Seas and the American 
Hirl and others still out and known to 
have been in the gale are therefore 
looked for with considerable anxiety.

Seattle Critics Think Transport Should 
Not Have Faced Bough Weather 
with Cargo of Horses'. 

The transport Victoria, which returned 
from sea hist week after having had a 
large number of horses killed on board 
and with others injured from the rolling 
and tossing of the ship in a storm en- 
countered off the entrance to the Straits, 
has been ordered to San Francisco to 
again load horses for the Philippines. In 
Seattle the public appear to blame Capt. 
Pan ton, master id' the ship, for the 
course he had taken. The Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer says: 

"Testimony at hand would seem to in- 
dicate that had Capt. Pauton, master of 
the United States transport Victoria, 
taken the course pursued by several 
mariners in charge of vessel's at the 
mouth of the Straits of Fuca, on .Novem- 
ber 23, the Victoria might now be on the 
high seas headed toward Kobe, Japan, 
with all her animals aboard, sound and 
well. Shipmasters and business men in- 
terested in promoting government busi- 
ness between Seattle and the Philippines 
are puzzled to know what could have 
actuated ('apt. Panton in following the 
course he did, and which has resulted in 
so much loss to the government. It now 
appears that the weather indications at 
Cape Flattery were anything but pro- 
pitious when Capt. Panton put to sea 
from the Straits, and that other vessels 
iu the Straits sought safe anchorage in- 
side until the weather outlook was more 
promising. 

"The total loss of animals up to last 
evening at 8 o'clock was ninety-four, 
with a prospeet that several more would 
succumb to their injuries. Seven died 
Wednesday night. Counting the daily 
charter fee of the Victoria and the loss 
of animals, it is figured that the gov- 
ernment is out considerable money by the 
trip. 

'The daily reports made by masters of 
the tugboats of a local tugboat company 
show that on November 2.'!. when the 
\ ictoria passed by Cape Flattery and 
put to sea, there were a number of ves- 
sels lying in the Straits, wdiose masters, 
leaf ul of the weather and deterred bv 
the indications, hove to or remained at 
anchorage until a more propitious mo- 
ment."

Columbia, B. O. Nov. 27.— Another tale of 
privation, suffering and disappointment 
from the far north has reached Columbia. 
The victims number ubout seventy, lnclud- 
cludlng one or two delicately nurtured wo- 
men, mid ure now struggling in scattered 
parties up the shores of the Athabasca, 
painfully by tolling, poorer than when they 
set forth full of hope, toward the little city 
of Edmonton. It appears Hint during the 
spring of 1898, a company was formed In 
Chicago which was to gv> into the Klon- 
dike by way of Edmonton, and the overland 
route, and after arrival to do n mining, 
prospecting nnd purchasing business In 
Canada's El Dorado, The band numbered 
some thirty in nil. A start was made, but 
the usual mistake of too heavy an outsit 
having been committed, the expedition was 
| soon In difficulties. Dissensions arose, tlie 
need of a strong, competent lender was 
realized, nnd nfter n stormy moot Ins;, tut- 
command of the party was taken from those 
I that had hitherto wielded It. nnd nn Invita- 
tion sent to the Hudson's liny Company 
I 111 Winnipeg to furnish one of their north- 
land factors, who should net ns guide, lead- 
er, nud friend. 

In answer to this Invitation the company 
scut one of Its retired officers. Mr. Me 
Lean, it servant whose worth had been 
tested by long yeiuu of faithful service, 
especially in thai particular part of the 
great north through which the party de- 
signed to travel. 

Nothing more was heard of the party until 
lute la the fall of the year, when Mr. 
McLean returned with a bug of specimens 
of copper ore, carrying gold, and lead ore 
carrying silver, which he asserted hnd been 
taken by himself from rocks bordering the 
Great Slave Lnke. 

The well known Integrity of the man 
caused these facts to be accepted without 
envll. Samples of the rock were assayed, 
giving results us high as 32 per cent, 
copper and 280 ozs. In gold to the ton. Oil 
the strength of the assays, the Chicago 
promoters found no difficulty In getting 
all the money they wanted— In fact 
shrewdest mining men in that city nlmoBt 
fell over one another. In their frantic 
haste to he In on the ground floor. Mr. 
McLean was Introduced everywhere, dined 
nnd wined, and made to net ns nn Innocent 
stool pigeon In one of the most graceless 
swindles of the century. 

Some of the ore found Its way to Ottawa 
nnd even so conservative n man as the 
director of the geological survey became 
mildly excited, so much so that he Im- 
mediately dispatched one of his most trust- 
ed officers to the Great Slave Lnke. 

As for McLean he considered his fortune 
ns already made, nnd only too gladly con- 
sented to return once more to the far north. 
He snllod by the first brigade of boats down 
the Atbabaskfl In June with n fresh de- 
tachment of tenderfeet, and n small supply 
of stores. This Is the last known of the olil 
officer. To :lay It Is feared that hi' Is 
suffering horrible privations on the edge of 
the barren lnnds. having been abandoned 
without money, food, or outfit, by the en- 
rnged dupes he hud unwittingly led Into the 
frozen north chasing rainbows. 

The tale has not yet been told from be- 

ginning to I hut the gaps seen easy to 

bridge. The officer of the geological sur- 
vey met some of the members of the Chi- 
cago party nt Fort Resolution, nnd after 
oxnmlnlng nt (heir request the samples of 
"mineral" collected during the previous 
yenr, wns compelled to tell them that they 
bad nothing but a lot of useless trnsh, with 
out even a truce of either gold, silver, cop- 
per or lead. Some gold buttons were then 
produced, which a so-cnled nssnyer, one of 
the original Chicago party wns mild to have 
obtained out of blowpipe samples. No rock 
Himllnr In character to that upon which he 
was asserted to have operated could bn 
r< mill, and It became apparent to the poor 
dupes that they had been the victims of 
misplaced confidence, nnd that all the trials 
nnd privations through which they bad pass- 
ed bad been endured In vain. 

Fniler the circumstances the action they 
then took may be understood, though cer- 
tainly It had no excuse. McLean, who 
was in ail probability as Innocent ns nay 
one In the party, and only guilty of u wnnt 
p; discretion, nnd a too grent confidence 
In human nature, wns absent exploring for 
fresh claims and possible placer ground to 
the northeast of Fort Resolution some two 
hundred miles. In the country of the Yellow 
Knives. They refused to send their Btenni 
launch for Mm In September as agreed upon, 
declaring that us far ns they were concerned 
be might stay where he wns until the 
crack of doom. The party then broke up— 
without hope, menns or desire for a longer 
tiiste of the adventurous life of the north, 
and the members are now struggling iih 
Independent units to reach civilization, 
no easy task with 1,200 miles of up-st renin 
navigation uhcud, nnd an Arctic winter com- 
ing on. 

Putting the patches and fragments of the 
story together, tlie truth of the matter 
seems to lie that a party of very cunning, 
and utterly unscrupulous promoters, sent 
Into the fur north samples of exceedingly 
rich ore, which they substituted without 
bis knowledge for the rocks McLean hnd 
collected— his liter Ignorance of mining nnd 
minerals making such nn exchange simple 
and little likely of detection. Using ulm 
ns a stool pigeon he wns sent out with these 
samples, and without suspecting It served 
uh n decoy. 

For utter hcartlessness this latest swindle 
Is lis had as any of lis numerous prede- 
cessors. When the Ice goes out next May
